I can only say that it must 
be appalling. I am unaware of any 
rellable death statistica ever hav- 
ing been published. Without sta- 
tistica we can only guess. I will

ferred to the segregation hospitals, 
or supervised home treatments, the, 
early cases are sorted out for the 
sanatoria, It ia now generally ac- 
cepted that tuberculosis is cur- 
able, provided it is detected and 
treated in the-carly stage of the 
disease. The free and expert dis- 
pensary service should attract a 
large dispensary is ‘really ‘an out- 
patient department solely devoted 
to tuberculosis work, ‘ 
Sanatorium, 


The main function of the sana- 
torium is the treatment’ of carly 
cases. The enrlier the treatment, 
the shorter will be the stay in the 
sanatorium. The larger the num- 
ber of restored patients with work- 
ing capacity, the greater is the yre- 
ward to the Community with many 
lives of usefulness reclaimed, On 
the other hand, if the diagnosis and 
treatment are delayed the greater 
will be the number of incurables 
and the more severe the misery and 
| burden to both the family and the 
;Community, The sanatorium could 
; be made the centre of many bene- 
;Acent activities, apart’ from the 
;'reatment of early cases. It could 
jiveat patients in the pre-tubercu- 
losis stage with a view to preven- 
ition, In the United States a spe~ 
‘cial institution of this nature is 
provided apart from the sanator- 
jum, and is called the Preven- 
torlum. It is defined ay “a 24- 
“|hour, 12-month institution for the 
care and observation of children 
sub-standard in health.” For this 
reason the Grancher System as 


™mend, According to this sys- 
tem the child is taken away from 
the tuberculosis home and is trans- 
ferred, to the care of a selected 
farmer's family. The scope.of the 
sanatorium can be further extend- 
ed by teaching patients such open- 
air occupations as gardening, poul- 
try-farming, etc. Finally, it can 
follow up cases after discharge, 
examining and advising them peri- 
odically. . 

I once heard the argument that 
owing to climatic conditions Hong 
Kong is not the place for a sana- 
torium, and that the best place for 
it is Wei-hai-wei. The firat part 
of the argument may be fittingly 
answered by the adage: “No good

killed on exposure: to. direct sun- 
light within a few :minutes..
